The search light of publicity is the only safe-guard of the public. 
You are Mr. Taxpayer what might be designated an involuntary stock-holder in Columbiana 
County, Incorporated. 
This is the kind of corporation that pays no cash dividends but semi­ 
annually levies a.-scssments against its stock holders, and collects the assessments too. 
You are 
an involuntary stock holder to the amount of your tax valuation. 
Did y< u ever . top to consider how much of your money is being used for operating cost— 
salaries to employe 
and the* great number of clerks, etc? 
You and we agree that the laborer is 
worthy of his hire a id that our company, (Columbiana County) should pay its employes as well 
as do industrial or commercial concerns, but not necessarily more, and that the compensation 
should be earned by commensurate service. 
Make comparisons ; - to these, within your own 
knowledge. 
Private corporations, such as steel mills and the like can pay bonuses to employes, when 
so voted by tin* directors, but not so with public offices. 
And right here remember that while 
the law sets the alary of officials, it does not name the compensation of the employes nor does 
it limit the numl er ot such. 
This is a matter of discretion imposed on the head of the depart­ 
ment and concui red in by the County Commissioners. 
At this juncture we might wonder how 
some of the bill that arc paid by the county get by the Commissioners and receive the proper 
O. K. 


After a period of five years the records of the various offices of the county were recently 
checked by the State Examiner, under authority of the Auditor of State. 
But don't strain your 
eyes looking for a report of his findings just yet. They are in the hands of Republican State of­ 
ficials at Columbu and .are not likely to be given out until after the November 4th electon, when 
it will be too late for you, Mr. Tax-payer, to formulate an opinion that can be productive for an­ 
other two years, nt which time the opportunity for a house cleaning may not be as favorable as 
right now. 
Let’s no ;• around the county Court House for a little time and see just what things look 
like, 
any how. 
W e’ll stop at the first floor just inside the main entrance and browse for a little. 
This door at the right opens into the Auditor’s office. 
First let’s see the pay roll and count 
the number of employes.
